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Town launches goose 
chase at Silver Lake

Wilmington officials‘are asking 
residents to help discourage Cana- 
da geese from creating a nuisance 
and possible pollution problems at 
the Silver Lake beach, 

At Monday's board of select- 
men's meeting, Town Manager 
Michael Caira said the Department 
of Public Works and the Recrea- 
tion Department have spent many 
hours trying to keep the beach area 
free of waste matter left by the 
geese in recent months. 

On Monday morning, the DPW 
used a noise cannon to try to scare 
the birds away. To date, however, 
the noise has only succeeded in 
moving the geese to the other side 
of the lake, 

Beachgoers are also being asked 
Not to feed the geese since the food 
encourages the birds to stay in the 
vicinity, 

Health Director Greg Erickson 
told this paper the lake is tested on 
a regular basis and recent tests 
show that Silver Lake is’safe for 
swimmers. However, explained the 
director, the water is not safe to 
drink due to colliforms found in 
nature in the form of protozoa, 
bacteria, and other forms of life 
that inhabit the water. In addition, 
the *worst kind of pollution" 
comes from humans, said Erick- 
son, in the form of baby diapers 
and human diseases like pink eye 
and strep throat that are picked up 
from other swimmers. 

"When surface water is used as a 
recreational beach you're going to 
expect to find these things in the 
water," said Erickson, He went on 
to say "I don't know of any diseases 
that geese carry that are contagious 
to humans, However, a lot of geese 
excrement is an aesthetic problem 
and could result in a pollution 
problem over a period of time." 

Though only two cqmplaints 
about the birds hae been 
registered with his department, 
said Erickson, the town is taking 
preventive measures to try to 
discourage the geese from settling 
permanently on the lake. He agreed 
with Caira the worst thing resi- 
dents can do is feed the geese. The 
director added he’ is looking into 
establishing a regulation and a fine 
through the board of health and 
posting signs forbidding citizens to 
feed the birds.

Says appeals appointee

A recent move appointing John 
Garrett to a three-year position on 
the Wilmington Board of Appeals 
was the center of discussion at 
Monday night's selectmen's meet- 
ing. Garrett, an associate board 
member for the past year, 
informed selectmen in a letter he 
was declining the position, In turn, 
the board voted three to two to 
move associate member Louis 
Farkas into the permanent position. 
The board of appeals is 
comprised of three permanent 
members with voting privileges 


» and three associate members, At 


their last meeting, selectmen 
moved 15-year-veteran Neil Buck- 
ley from the permanent slot to a 
one year term as associate and 
moved Garrett up to Buckley's 
position, The move generated 
criticism both of the procedure and 
the lack of prior communication 
with Buckley. Buckley and his wife 
Lillian both had some harsh words 
on the subject. 


In his letter Garrett said, while he 
was “extremely flattered" by the 
appointment, he felt there may 
have been an “oversight” in the 
appointing process since Buckley 
has the greater expertise. Doucette, 
who nominated Garrett and later 
Farkas, told those present there 
was no oversight, 

"We knew exactly what we were 
doing," said Doucette. 

Other selectmen defended the 
board's action. 

"People in town are looking for 
change," said Chairman Dan Bal- 
lou, adding some people feel it's 
best to have a revolving mem- 
bership on the appeals board, 

"I didn't think there was any 
problem with it," said Chester 
Bruce. He went on to explain 
selectmen have taken a stand and 
he, personally, would not back 
down. As an alternative for the 
future, Bruce suggested town 
officials set a time limit on the 
length of service on local boards. 

Mark Haldane and others stressed 


that their action was "not in any 
way" directed against Buckley. 
Selectmen noted the veteran 
member had served the town well 
over the years, 

Two appeals board members 
spoke out at the meeting, Board 
chairman Bruce MacDonald 
explained, in the past, the 
selectmen chairman usually sought 
advice from the appeals board 
chairman on any reappointment. 

"In this particular instance I was 
not even contacted," he said, 

James Hackett, an associate for 
two years, asked the board to 
reconsider its decision to demote 
Buckley. He pointed out selectmen, 
in effect, "put the most junior 
member in the most senior 
position.” 

Haldane motioned to return 
Buckley to his old position. That 
vote failed three to two with 
Haldane and Bob Cain favoring the 
motion. A second motion to move 
Farkas up succeeded. Haldane and 
Cain voted against,the motion. 


Town union agrees 
to no salary increase

Meinbers of a town union have 
agreed to a one-year rollover con- 
tract with no salary increase for 
FY 1991-92 following "friendly" 
negotiations with the town. The 
contract is effective from July 1, 
1991 to June 30, 1992 and was 
ratified by selectmen at their 
meeting Monday night. 

The union, known as AFSCME-1 
is made up of approximately 35 
employees of the public building 
department, including custodians 
and tradesmen. According to Town 
Manager Michael Caira, union 
members have shown their civic 
pride in the community in a 
number of ways. These include 
giving out scholarships to deser- 
ving students, sponsoring football 
camps and a day at Canobie Lake 
for special needs youngsters, and

donating approximately $400 for 
the purchase of two chairs for the 
Barrows Cultural Center. 

"They're very much a part of the 
community (and), like the fire 
department, they are to be com- 
plimented for their understanding 
of the economic situation," said 
Caira. 

In order to save jobs, Caira based 
his budget on no salary increases 
for town employees for the next 
year, To date, two municipal 
unions have agreed to abide by the 
manager's recommendation, Em- 
ployees in both the firefighter's 
union and AFSCME I, however, 
will get longevity and step in- 
creases due them in the next year. 
The town is still negotiating 
agreements with the police union 
and AFSCME II. 

During their meeting, selectmen 


praised union members for their 
willingness to forego their raise 
during this difficult fiscal year, 

"I think they show compassion 
for their fellow workers, It gives a 
good feeling all around," said 
Chester Bruce, 

"They're making the same 
sacrifice we are. as taxpayers. It 
really is pride in the community, 
This is the only way the town can 
survive," noted Bob Cain, 

Mark Haldane and others also 
recognized the negotiation skills of 
the town manager. Besides Caira, 
Assistant Town Manager Jeff Hull 
and Public Buildings Supervisor 
Roger Lessard represented the 
town during negotiations. 
Negotiating for the union were 
President Ron McCoy, Al 
Antinarelli, Bob Olsen, Dennis 
Surprenant, and Jack McMath. 


No money budgeted 
for special needs aide

The needs of a six-year-old boy 
who suffers from a rare and 
chronic skin disease led members 
of the Wilmington School Com- 
mittee to question an additional 
expenditure of funds last week. 

Special Education Director Cleo 
Fredette said it was the opinion of a+ 
12-member evaluation team that 
the first grader will require 
one-on-one attention from a full- 
time educational assistant at the 
Wildwood School. The boy, who is 
bandaged over 90 percent of his 
body, is being mainstreamed in the 
fail from the Anne Sullivan Center 
in Tewksbury. 

The skin disease, Dystrophic 
Epider Molysis Bullosa, causes the 
skin to break down on minimal 
contact. Fredette said the assistant's 
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main job would be to facilitate the 
student's integration into the 
classroom, assist with daily 
routines, do oral testing, and 
independent study. The director 
explained the evaluation team, 
which included teachers; parents, 
administrators, and therapists, met 
in June to determine what would be 
best for the boy. He said the 
assistant would cost $8,532 and the 
total program could cost approxi- 
mately $4,000 more than the 
average per pupil cost. Fredette 
added the money is not budgeted 
for in the $2.2 million special 
needs account. 

"How much more can we take out 
of our regular education budget?" 
asked Committeeman Dr. Shirley 
Callan. Phil Fenton feared special 
needs costs could escalate at the 
expense of regular education. 
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Fredette explained, under federal 
and state statutes, the evaluation 
team can determine what the school 
system has to provide to special 
needs youngsters. However, he 
added, the statutes make no 
provision for budget. * 

Dr. Callan questioned how the 
team can make a fiscal decision 
before knowing what is appropri- 
ated at town meeting. 

"Basically, the school committee 
is a rubber- stamp," said Chairman 
Aldo Caira, Others agreed the 
decision to hire an additional 
assistant seemed to be a fait 
accompli. 

The committee unanimously 
favored hiring the assistant with an 
amendment that the monéy come 
out of the special education budget,

Changes set for 
school handbook

Changes in the student handbook 
at Wilmington High School were 
approved in the last School Com- 
mittee meeting amid praise for 
Principal Paul Fleming and fellow 
administrators for an "impressive" 
job. The book, this year, will be 
mailed to parents to make them 
better aware of school policy on a 
number of issues, including smo- 
king and consumption of alcohol. 
Students will be required to bring 
back a form signed by their parents 
saying that they understand school 
regulations. 

The changes include stricter 
language banning "depictions" on 
shirts, verbal assaults on teachers, 
and use of profane language and 
behavior; tighter regulations on 
walkman radios and "due process" 
before suspension; anda tightening 
of the school's no smoking policy. 
In addition to these changes, 
Committeeman Dr. Shirley Callan 
suggested spelling out the due 
process clause recommended by 
their counsel, Alan Altman. 

Altman told the committee there 
should be no suspension of a stu- 
dent unless an attempt has been 
made first to give due 


the student and his parents or in 
case of "extreme emergency." 
Fleming said at present parents are 
notified before any suspension 
takes place, Altman agreed that was 
considered due process. 


As a precaution against increased 
enrollment projections 
in 1992, members of the Wil- 
mington School Committee voted 
unanimously to notify the local 
Baptist Church their current lease 
for the old Boutwell School may 
not be renewed.

If there is a truly ungrateful job in municipal government it is 
a seat on the board of appeals. In Tewksbury, we crucify 
members issuing decisions we dislike. In Wilmington, always 
the-less-unruly-bedy-politic,.we simply demote-appeals members. 
fallen out of favor. Bob Cain may have put it best this week, 
when he said that every decision of the board of appeals affects 
someone positively and someone negatively. 

Enter Neil Buckley, ousted from his tenured seat on the 
Wilmington Board of Appeals after nearly 15 years of service. 
Following a failed attempt by Selectman Mark Haldane to 
reinstate Buckley Monday night, the appeals board veteran 
charged that his demise was a "a vested interest vote that 
possibly comes down to money". 

Buckley's nemeses in this growing summertime political 
controversy is Selectman Bob Doucette, past chairman of the 
board. "What it boils down to is that we tured down two 
permits Doucette lobbied for that we knew were dead wrong," 
said Buckley, 

The permits referenced were petitions made by supporters of 
Doucette's; one by Elena Camabuci to locate an electrolysis 
business in a neighborhood zone, and an application by another 
friend to locate a tire recap and truck repair business by Route 
62. "Bob Doucette was furious when we voted it down," said 
Buckley. 

"... why the big issue here?" — Bob Doucette 

For his part, Doucette denied any ulterior motives in opposing 
Buckley's reappointment, and rejected out of hand the allegation 
that political vengeance has been sought for Buckley's appeals 
board voting record. "If he feels that's what it was, he can feel 
that way," said Doucette, expressing surprise at the increasing 
media attention being given Buckley's ouster from the appeals 
board. "My biggest problem is why is this such a big problem, 
why the big issue here?" said Doucette. 

The third term selectman said that he was committed to voting 
for a new appeals board member because "the general consensus 
is that people shouldn't be on boards so-long." 

Doucette expressed indignation at the accusations that have 
been focused specifically on him, while three colleagues — 
Selectmen Cain, Ballou and Bruce — voted with him June 24 
against Buckley. Are you being treated unfairly, Bob, we asked. 
“Positively, without a doubt", responded Doucette.

Meanwhile, the public isn't mobilizing to rescue the local 
government from appeals board incumbency entrenchment. 
What triggered Haldane's vote to reappoint Buckley was a letter 
from John R, Garrett refusing to take his place. Garrett was 
pegged June 24 for the post, apparently without advance notice. 
"No doubt due to the selectmen's workload and time constraints, 
they were not fully aware of the oversight in their appointment 
process . . . after 15 years on the BOA he [Buckley] surely 
brings vastly more experience to the board than myself... may 
I suggest that the selectmen reconsider'their previous action and 
reinstate Mr. Buckley as a full member based on his experience, 
dedication and integrity," wrote Garrett. 

Doucette did not appreciate the tenor of the above 
correspondence read at this week's board meeting. As an 
alternative the board appointed appeals associate Louis J. 
Farkas Jr. to Buckley's full membership seat. While Garrett 
retums to associate member status, the question remains will 
Farkas accept promotion, "Nobody has even spoken to Farkas", 
said a source at town hall. 

Doucette successfully moved for Garrett's appointment at the 
June 24 meeting following three meetings in which nobody 
moved for any appointments to the Board of Appeals. 

If Farkas pulls a John Garrett, this controversy may live to see 
the opening of school.

Selectman Bob Cain supported Haldane's motion to reinstate 
Buckley. Cain inferred that the cause for Buckley's ouster 
stems from an ongoing feud between Bob Doucette and appeals 
board Chairman Bruce MacDonald. "I think the chairman 
(MacDonald) has certainly affected,a lot of people in 
Wilmington, and that some feel they were unfairly treated and 
that builds up over a period of time," said Cain. 

At this week's selectmen meeting a resident called the board of 
appeals the "most powerful board in town." Doucette 
immediately interjected that his was the most powerful . . . and 
proceeded to prove it. 

Briefly in Politics ... 

Some fierce political lobbying is under foot as sides divide 
over a vacancy at the Wilmington Housing Authority. The 
authority and the board of selectmen will meet jointly on August 
12 to decide who will replace David Fitzgerald, who has 
resigned. Authority member Mike Donovan is pushing Dot 
Butler, who's campaign he managed in the last town election. 
Butler's appointment could spell further headaches for the 
authority's executive director Ella Belmore, a frequent victim 
of Donovan's political venom. 

But enter stage left, Al Meegan. Meegan may formally apply 
for theappointment. Also, an authority official has recently 
approached former executive director Lillian Buckley to 
apply for the vacancy. Buckley declined, citing the recent 
treatment of her husband Neil: Buckley would have been an 
odds-on favorite for the vacant seat, having eamed high marks 
as director, and known for her success in Burlington where she 
heads that town's housing authority. 

Meanwhile, Mike Donovan is working for another candidate 
named Paul Tsongas, running for president. Tsongas is the 
Democratic front-runner ... . until the next candidate enters the 
race. Donovan joins fellow local Jay (no relation) Donovan, 
who is coordinating Tsongas’ Titantic cruise from the money 
end. 

The debate over Neil Buckley had its slap-stick moment 
Monday night. Chet Bruce lectured that he knew what it was 
like to be "thrown off a board," having battled former town 
manager Buzz Stapczynski over a seat on the conservation 
commission, Before Bruce could finish his sentence, Chairman 
Dan Ballou quipped, "I can rélate to that too, Chet." Bruce 
beat Ballou in the 1989 selectmen's race.

Entertainment-starved residents of Wilmington are greatly 
indebted to town officials for a masterful program of adding some 
frivolity and spectator appeal to an otherwise deadly dull summer. 

Taking their lead from a noted local dingbat, town officials have 
initiated a campaign to chase wild geese away from Silver Lake. 

The action was taken after the health office received two 
complaints about goose droppings.

Getting the lead out |

They are up to their old tricks 
again in Washington - looking for a 
scapegoat. This time it is the water 
supply. The fact that both the 
President and First Lady suffer 
from Graves disease has led to 
concern that the water supply in the 
vice-president’s mansion “where 
they lived for eight years, might be 
the cause. Medical experts, 
however, discount any connection. 
Is anyone checking to see if John 
Sununu's perchant for flyingis due _ 
to the drinking water? 

About the same time the suspicion 
about the President's drinking 
water hit the headlines, the EPA 
published important rules on the 
maximum allowable levels of 
copper and lead in tap water. The 
tules affect water suppliers across 
the country and are the culmination 
of two years of debate. 

Of particular concern is the lead 
concentration because of its 
toxicity. It can damage the central 
nervous system, the cardiovascular 
system and the kidneys. Young 
children and pregnant women are 
especially vulnerable. The health 
tisk due to copper is considerably 
less. Thus, its maximum allowable 
level is about 100 times higher than 
that of lead. 

Copper and lead are not usually 
found in New England water 
supplies. The geologic history of 
the region, combined with acid 
rain, yields a soft, acidic water. 
This acidic or corrosive water acts 
on the pipes and plumbing to leach 
metals into the water. 

Lead was used for centuries in the 
distribution of water because of its 
long life and its ability to be 
molded into pipes and drinking 
cups. Lead service pipes were 
common in older Massachusetts 
cities, They hae been banned since 
the 1930s, Lead solder was banned 


in 1985, Under the new guidelines, 
lead pipes will have to be dug up 
and replaced. Wilmington does not 
have any lead service pipes. 

The acidity of water is measured 
on a-pH scale. A pH of seven is 
neutral; below seven is’ acidic; 
above seven is alkaline. The raw 
water coming from -Wilmington's 
wells has a pH of about 6.2. After 
going through the treatment 
process at the two treatment plants, 
it enters the distribution system 

—with—a—pH-of—8.0,—-making—it 
considerably less corrosive. At this 
PH level the leaching of metals into 
the water is kept to a minimum 
enabling the Town to meet EPA's 
stringent new contaminant levels 
for lead and copper. 

In addition to health benefits, a~ 
non-corrosive water has aesthetic 
and economic benefits. It elimin- 
ates the green staining in sinks and 
tubs, The life of hot water heaters 
is extended and the clogging of 
distribution pipes is reduced. 

The new regulations established a 
comprebensive tap water sampling 
program, which will begin in 1992. 
Those water systems that exceed 
the EPA standards will be 
required to undertake a study to 
determine the best method to treat 
the water to reduce its corrosive- 
ness. Corrosion control treatment 
will then have to be installed. EPA 
estimates the capital cost for such 
treatment nationwide to be over 
seven billion dollars. Wilming- 
tons's two treatment plants already 
provide the needed pH adjustment. 
Tewksbury's treatment plant for 
Merrimack River water provides a 
similar benefit. 

Now that Wilmington has gotten 
the lead out of the water, maybe it 
can get the lead out of Congress and 
pass needed legislation on the 
domestic agenda. 


backyard gardening

A Wilmington gardener called 
earlier this week to ask — what I'd 
suggest she might plant in her 
vegetable garden now, with some 
assurance of a harvest before first 
frost. The irony of this call was 
that the temperature had topped 
100 degrees that day, and the 
thought of first frosts seemed 
pretty incongruous, 

The fascination of living and 

gardening in New England is its 
unpredictability. Just when we are 
lulled into thinking that we have 
the weather patterns all figured 
out, a season like this comes along 
and we realize how futile it is to 
make predictions. Who, back in 
April would have forecast that 
we'd see eight consecutive days in 
July where the temperature went 
over 90 degrees? 
* All of the above notwithstanding, 
I shall fearlessly predict that we 
will have a light frost some time 
between September 25 and October 
5. This means that we have about 
60 days of growing season ahead 
of us. There are several vegetables 
which will grow to harvestable size 
by the end of September. 

For starters, there are beans; 
wax, green, bush, and pole. Plant 
this weekend and pick the beans 
just before the end of September. 
One advantage to mid summer 
sowing of beans is that you will 
avoid Mexican bean beetles, which 
are pretty mich here and gone by

the middle of August. Then there 
are greens. Swiss chard, spinach, 
and leaf lettuce are great space 
fillers in August and September. 
Spinach, which wants to bolt to 
seed in the heat of July, will 
appreciate the cooler temperatures 
of late summer. And, of course, 
there is the ever reliable radish, 
which can be planted and harvested 
in 28 days. 

Don't forget the root crops. 
Carrots, beets, turnips and parsnips 
are alike in that they will hardly 
notice a couple of late September, 
early October frosts. Don't fret 
that the roots may not grow to full 
size in eight weeks, since half sized 
carrots and beets are at their very 
best, taste and texture wise. 

Don't delay beyond this week- 
end, however, Check through your 
unused seed packets to see what is 
there, or pop into the local garden 
center to peruse the seed racks, The 
vegetable garden should keep 
producing for us right through 
Columbus Day.

Some clubs elect presidents and 
chairmen, treasurers and sargents- 
at-arms to handle affairs. 

The Tewksbury Rod and Bondo 
Bucket Club has nothing of the sort. 
All they have is cars, Old cars. No 
officers or dues, just cars. 

Every Friday evening, a group of 
classic car enthusiasts gathers in the 
Oakdale Mall parking lot, in what 
they call "Cruise Night." There is 
no agenda, no scheduled speaker, 
no announcements. 

The car owners gather to swap 
storie and discuss current events, or 
try to settle the age-old arguement 
over which make is superior: Ford 
or Chevy. (Don't touch that one.) 
They come from as far as Bedford 
and Lexington to park for a few 
hours in the Oakdale Mall lot. 

The name of the club, incidently, 
began as an argument. A few of the 
car owners argued over whose car 
was "cherry," (strictly original and 
in mint condition), and whose car 
was patched with body putty. 

Bondo is a brand-name of body 
filler putty, but the product name 
has become generic. 

So Bob Howard made up license 
plates that read "Tewksbury.Rod & 
Bondo Bucket Club" and everyone 
had to laugh at that. So the club had 
aname. 

Howard, who works days as the 
custodian at Tewksbury's Trahan 
School, drives a purple 1968 Chevy 
pickup truck. For the last three or 
four years now, Howard said, older 
classic cars have been driven to the 
Marshall's parking on Main Street 
in Tewksbury, on Sundays, and for 
the past few months the group has 
also gathered Friday nights at Oak- 
dale Mall. On a good night, 20 to 30 
cars will show up at the Oakdale. 

Another reason for meeting at the 
Oakdale Mall is a ticket raffle, held 
by Chris Brothers, part-owner of 
Richie's Slush. As the cars pull up, 
Steve Carter hands out tickets to the 
car owners, and around 8:30 p.m. 
the winning number is announced. 
The winner receives $25, courtesy 
of Richie's. 

No entry fee, just a giveaway. 

Brothers said the old cars attract

new business to the Slush stand, and 
the number of people cruising by to 
Stare at the classy old cars testified’ 
to that. 

But Bob Frissore of Lexington 
goes one step further. 

Harkening back to the heyday of 
drive-up burger joints, Bob hangs a 
window tray on the side of his 
green 1950 Bel Air hardtop, the 
first year that model Chevy was 
made. The tray, and the menu he 
places on it, both came from the 
Big Burger Ranch, late of the Ale- 
wife Brook Parkway, Cambridge.: 
He places a 6-ounce glass bottle of, 
Coke on the tray, along with two 
plastic sandwiches for effect. Bob 
said he picked up his classic Chevy 
at a Rockland, Maine, estate sale six 
years ago, and he's rather not say 
how little how he paid for it. 

Bob's running partner is Warren 
Monsignore of Bedford, who pulls 
up in a red 1953 Ford Crestline, a 
Sunliner convertible model. Bob 
found his classic in Heming's Motor 
News, and paid a sizeable $10,000 
for it two years ago. 

Bob and Warren sit in lawn chairs 
beside their machines, enjoying the 
night air. No rush. No hassles. Just 
sit back and remember the days of 
carhops and drive-ins. When cars 
were the center of attention. 

A few of the vehicles are for sale, 
such as Bob Mello's 1940 Ford V-8 
pickup, brilliant yellow, which the 
Tewksbury resident said he'd sell 
for a "giveaway" at $5,500. The 
pre-war truck still runs, very well, 

There were other cars scattered 
around the Oakdale Mall lot, such 
as a 1967 Chevy Impala, and an old 
Ford Fairlane. There are no firm 
tules for membership, but anything 
built after 1975 is frowned upon. 
The older the better. New cars are 
just so much scrap metal, they say. 

The car owners sometimes visit 
the weekly car show at Augustine's, 
on Route 1 in Saugus, and they'll 
occasionally stop by at some of the 
many “formal” car clubs sprouting 
up in the area, 

For the Tewksbury Rod & Bondo 
Bucket Club, there isn't a need for 
presidents and penalties. No dues or 
tules. Just cars and conversation.

Blond swimmers should take 
precautions to protect their hair 
from taking ona greenish castafter 
prolonged exposure to the chlorin- 
ated water in some swimming 
pools. It is not, as many suspect, 
the Chlorine which tends to tum 
light colored hair green, Instead, it 
is the copper ions from corroded 
pool plumbing which attaches it- 
self to the hair to impart greenish | 
tint, For its part, chlorine makes the 
hair more susceptible to the color 
change by increasing the porosity 
of the hair shaft. To guard against 
unwanted color changes, it is a 
good idea to coat hair with a condi- 
tioner and top it off with a water 
tight swimming cap. At the beach, 
a sun blocking conditioner will 
help protect hair from the damag- 
ing effects of ultraviolet rays. 

If you notice your hair is dam- 
aged, discolored or dry let us 
evaluate and recommend the best 
solution for you at SHAWSHEEN 
HAIR SALON, 161 Shawsheen 
Ave., Rt.

("Mona Lisa”) has a knack for cre-

“life, and thus the people he uses to 
spin his tales are infused with 
mixed emotions and clashing per- 
sonality traits. His plot for "The 
Miracle" is a bit weak, but his 
clever casting of delightful charac- 
ters carry this film from a whimsi- 
cal start through a dark detour to an 
ironic and witty finale. 

Rose (Lorraine Pilkington) and 
Jimmy (Niall Byme) are teenage 
friends who spend their summer 
holiday strolling the streets of Bray, 
a seaside Irish town gaudily infused 
with the seasonal activity of travel- 
ling performers and a tacky circus.

The refurbishing was done by 
Bostonian Body Company of 
Everett. The same company also 
built the newer cart.

Then again, 
Williams is so wasted in this tiny

1901 as a summer residence for 
Edward J, Berwind, a Philadel- 
phia coal magnate. It was mod- 
eled after the Chateau d’Asnieres 
near Paris, and the“3,nous archi- 
tect Horace Trumbauer designed 
it.” 

We continued on past Chateau- 
sur-mer, which is one of the best 
examples of lavish Victorian 
architecture in America. “It was 
built around 1850 for a fellow by 
the name of William S. Wetmore,” 
I pointed out, “who made his 
money in the China trade. Two 
decades later, famous architect 
Richard Morris Hunt made exten- 
sive renovations.” 

The next mansion we encoun- 
tered was The Breakers, which is 
the largest of all Newport summer 
residences. I told my friends, “It’s 
hard to believe, too, that these 
mansions were referred to by their 
owners as ‘cottages’.” I went on 
to explain that the Breakers was 
built for Cornelius Vanderbilt in 


24,1991 

1895. Richard Morris Hunt also 
designed The Breakers, and he 
copied it after an Italian palace. 
“The sheer size of that building 
takes your breath away,” I added, 
“and the inside is equally awe- 
inspiring. That wrought iron fence 
encloses three sides of the proper- 
ty. The back of The Bréakers 
overlooks the Atlantic Ocean, and 
when you sail past it, you can’t 
help but admire its magnificent 
garden and unusual imported trees 
and shrubs.” 

We then came to Rosecliff, 
which, I -indicated, was my 
favorite mansion, “They filmed 
the movie ‘The Great Gatsby’ 
inside Rosecliff,” I said. “It was 
built at the turn of the century for 
a woman by the name of Mrs. 
Herman Delrichs, who loved to 
throw huge partics during 
Newport's Gilded Age. Rosecliff 
was designed by architect 
Stanford White, who modeled it 
after the Grand Triarch at 
Versailles,” 

We continued on until we came 
to Beechwood, which was built in 


* 
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the mid-1800s as the summer 
“coutage” for Mrs. Caroline Astor. 
“Mrs. Astor was considered the 
undisputed queen of American 
Society,” I noted. “It is the only 
mansion which features live the- 
atrical performances and an infor- 
mative audio-visual presentation.” 

“How does anyone afford to 
keep these mansions ap?” Susan 
inquired, as we approached the 
next mansion, called Marble 
House. 

“The Preservation Society 
charges admission fees,” I replied, 
“which -are used to maintain the 
mansions.” 

Then I pointed out that Marble 
House, considered one of the most 
sumptuous of | Newport's 
Mansions, was built in the 1890s 
for William K. Vanderbilt. 
“Marble House was also designed 
by Richard Morris Hunt, and it 
got its name from the many kinds 
of marble used in its construction 
and decoration.” 

We completed our tour of the 
Newport “cottages,” then contin- 
ued our drive along Ocean Drive.

There we came to Fort Adams 
State Park, host of Newport's 
world-famous jazz festival. “Fort 
Adams was built in 1824,” I said. 
“It was designed by Col Joseph 
Totten of the U.S. Army. The fort 
was part of the Narragansett Bay 
defense of the Bast Passage.” I 
added that the granite walls out- 
lined twenty-one acres of land 
equipped with listening tunnels, 
numerous powder magazines and 
chest-high walls for musket men. 

Next we came to Hammer- 
smith Farm, summer home of 
Jacqueline Kennedy. “Hammer- 
smith Farm is the former home of 
Mrs, Hugh D. Auchincloss. It was 
the site of the wedding reception 
of Jacqueline Bouvier and John F. 
Kennedy in 1953.” 

We finished our drive around 
the island, and emerged along the 
waterfront in downtown Newport. 
We drove to Christie's, one of 
Newport’s most popular restau- 
rants, for lunch, Christie's is 
located in the heart of downtown 
Newport, and it features a spa- 
cious outside deck and a lengthy 
wharf, which numerous power 
boats and sailboats tie up to. We 
parked Susan’s car in the adjacent 
parking lot, then made our way to 
the back deck, where we had no 
trouble locating a table for the 
five of us.

—"Bevause of current fisc 
restraints,” the Wilmington’ 
School System will probably 
decrease its buses to six or eight 
by September, depending on the 
exact number of students enrolled 
for the ‘91-’92 school year, 

Three years ago, the system ran 
16 buses. 

According to Athletic Director 
and Transportation Coordinator 
Jim Gillis, last year’s buses were 
“maxed out,” having transported 
TOIT students via-t8"secondary 
and 19 elementary bus runs. To 
avoid further overcrowding, Gillis 
is looking at options such as giv- 
ing priority to younger students 
and “staggering school days,” 
warning that bus fees may be 
unavoidable. 


.. —So far, 105 elementary stu- 
dents - or the parents thereof - 
will pay to ride busses to school 
next year, according to recent 
reports by the Reading Parent 
Paid Bus Committee which could 
raise as much as $27,000 if it 
charges last year's $260 per bus 
pass. Funding for one bus is 
reported to be $24,678. 

Meanwhile, the Reading 
School Committee is looking into 
any state changes on the busing 
front.
